Is the service performed by a woman 
in the home worthy of the same remu ­ 
neration as work performed 
in 
the 
office of the feminine professions, says 
the New York Evening World. 
. 
Philosophers of domestic economy are 
discu ssing this ¡>oint and New York ’s 
prominent clu b women tak e Issu e on 
the q u estion. 
Mrs. H arry Hastings, whose stu dy of 
economic q u estions, In addition to pu b­ 
lic and literary m atters, has made her 
name one of the best k nown in New 
York , tak es sides forcibly against the 
wage proposition for wives. 
“Wages for the wife are impossible,” 
said Mrs. Hastings to-day. 
“There is 
no standard by which you can measu re 
the serv ices of the wife and mother In 
the home. 
“Immediately a wife shou ld accept 
wages for her service she wou ld as­ 
su me an Inferior position.” 
“Bu t do you not think ask ing for 
money places her on the same inferior 
basis?” Mrs. Hastings was ask ed. 
‘There shou ld he 
110 
occasion 
for 
that,” said Mrs. Hastings. 
“The wife 
is entitled to a k nowledge of the dispo­ 
sition of the hu sband’s money. 
She 
shou ld have a fair part for the m ain­ 
tenance of the hou se and a fair part 
for herself, independent of the hou se­ 
hold arrangements. 
“Men are more fair-minded now, and 
It Is the common thing for the wife 
to receive an Income. 
When I began 
hou sek eeping su ch a system did not 
exist. 
W oman’s advanced position in 
the world has changed all this. 
It Is 
not necessary now for her to mak e a 
wage basis for her home.” 
Mrs. Sally Morris Cory, clu b woman 
and writer, says that wives shou ld be 
paid wages. 
“There Is certainly no degradation 
in a woman receiving wages from her 
hu sband,” said Mrs. Cory. 
“ If there 
is a woman living who is entitled to a 
regu lar income it Is the wife. 
“ I have seen the practical illu stra­ 
tion of this idea in my own experience, 
and I k now that the happiest woman 
and the happiest home is the 
one 
where the wife receives a regu lar in­ 
come. 
“When a man m arries he promises 
to endow his helpmate with his world­ 
ly goods; therefore, It Is only ju st that 
the wife shou ld receive her part of the 
week ly income withou t q u estion.” 
“Bu t do you consider the wife receiv­ 
ing a part of the income as wages?” 
M s. Cory was ask ed. 
“ Do you pu t 
su h an arrangem ent on the basis of 
prid service?” 
“Call it wages If you lik e,” said Mrs. 
C< ry. “ I only k now of my own experi­ 
ence. 
My father gave my mother a 
regu lar allowance, bu t we k new that 
she was a good wife, and had she not 
been he wou ld not have been foolish 
enou gh to give her the regu lar part of 
his Income.” 
“ It has been contended,” it was su g­ 
gested. 
“that 
su ch 
a monetary ar­ 
rangement will k ill romance.” 
“ Romance has absolu tely nothing to 
do with it. 
People can’t live on 
ro­ 
mance. 
There is alw ays the practical 
side to consider. 
“It is pu re sntim entality to pu t the 
hu sband and wife’s financial relations 
on any basis bu t that of regu lar pay- 
rnent. 
There Is no degradation in her 
receiving w hat is hers by right.” 


USE TH E NATURAL HIGHW AYS. 


Rivern 
Should 
Be Made Subservient 
to the Needn of Commerce. 
The Mississippi and Missou ri rivers 
flow u nu sed past the doors of the great 
mills of the west. The reason for these 
rivers rem aining idle, save as sewers 
and sou rces of domestic w ater su pply, 
is to be fou nd in nothing save the 
lack of initiative, energy, persistency 
and determ ination to mak e them yield 
their maximu m of profits to the west’s 
commerce, says the Northwestern Mill­ 
er. 
People are prone to accept trans­ 
portation conditions as they are, as­ 
su ming that the development of the 
railways has perm anently obliterated 
waterways from consideration as fac­ 
tors in carrying commerce. 
The rehabilitation of 
river 
traffic 
shou ld not be look ed u pon as a m atter 
of lighting the railroads, in the ordi­ 
nary sense of that popu lar occu pation. 
It is more accu rately to be considered 
as the establishment of an au xiliary 
and amplifying service, the interests of 
which may, at times and in certain con­ 
ditions and localities, bo antagonistic 
to the railways, bu t which, u nder prop­ 
er development, will be no more op­ 
posed than are the fields of u sefu lness 
of canal boats and ocean steamers. 
Each shou ld and will have its proper 
place in transportation, and the tru th 
of this will become increasingly appu r- 
reu t as the inability of the railway ser- 
vice to care for the vastly Increased 
commerce is made more evident. 
The only way in which river trafile 
can be revived is throu gh ju st su ch in­ 
itiative as that at Kansas City. W ith­ 
ou t definite proof of commercial u se­ 
fu lness. tlie government will not, nor 
wou ld it have right, to disperse the 
pu blic’s money for Improved 
w ater­ 
ways. 
Bu t if the rivers are actu ally 
employed, the government cannot re­ 
fu se to improve them and at the same 
time logically m aintain its right of con­ 
trol. 
Meantime the citizen or shipjier 
who passes the q u estion over ligt ly 
on the bliu d assu mption that the B r­ 
ers are a dead issu e and u nworthy *f 
attention closes his eyes and ears not 
only to pu blic -bu t to his own selfish in* 
terest; and tbe railroad man who be­ 
littles and decries river improvement 
and river employment in transportation 
is too narrow minded and short sight­ 
ed to be worth the expenditu re of ar­ 
gu m entative ammu nition.

Somebody into whose hands a copp 
of the records of F airfax Cou nty, Vir­ 
ginia, has fallen has made the Inter­ 
esting discovery that George W ashing­ 
ton, in company with fifteen other tax­ 
payers, was “presented” by the grand 
ju ry In 1700 for not mak ing a retu rn 
of “wheel carriages” for the pu rpose 
of taxation, says the Boston 
T ran­ 
script. 
The 
other 
Interesting 
fact, 
w hat became of the presentm ent. Is 
missing, and we do not k now’ w hether 
George W ashington, Lord F airfax and 
George Mason paid fines or won a test 
case, or w’hether the 
“presentm ent” 
was prosecu ted to ju dgment. 
The as­ 
sociation of so many men of eminence 
in one Indictment, for su bstantially a 
presentm ent of the grand ju ry differed 
in no essential from the modern Indict­ 
ment, su ggests that they had made u p 
their minds to test the constitu tional­ 
ity of the statu te u nder wiiich their 
wheel carriages wrere taxed. Their de­ 
fense Is missing and, 
therefore, we 
cannot k now’ their motives or whether 
they neglected or refu sed to mak e the 
retu rns req u ired by law. 
The discovery will probably be fol­ 
lowed by declarations that it reveals 
to u s “the real W ashington.” coming 
mainly from that 
class of critics who 
assu re 
u s 
that the 
gold-and-Ivory 
statu e by Phidias w*as in part plated 
and that the Ivory was of Inferior q u al- 
ity. T hat great characters have infirm­ 
ities, that they are agreeably hu man, 
is no discovery, thou gh a certain ele­ 
ment of “historians” appear to think 
It 
is. 
If 
the 
“real 
W ashington” 
shou ld 
be shown to have dodged his 
taxes it wMll be impossible to deprive 
the “real W ashington” of the glory of 
carrying throu gh the American Revolu ­ 
tion to Us tru m ph in the field and its 
consu mmation in the establishment of 
the Federal constitu tion. 
W ashington, 
it may be asserted, did not 
“valu e 
money,” and his independence of finan­ 
cial considerations was not 
entirely 
du e to tbe circu mstance that he per­ 
sonally was tbe w ealthiest President 
the United States has ever had. 
The 
man who wou ld pu t a great estate at 
the hazard of w ar was not mercenaiy, 
and his relu ctance to accept any salary 
for his services as President Is well 
k nown. 
The late Gen. Bu tler made an at­ 
tempt 
to 
dem onstrate 
tha t 
George 
W ashington was a “salary 
grabber” 
and demanded 
and received 
“back 
pay,” bu t the attem pt recoiled on his 
own head, when it was proved 
that 
W ashington as oommander-ln-chlef of 
the continental arm y rendered an ac­ 
cou nt at the close of the w ar only for 
his personal expense« , and those calcu ­ 
lated on a most m oderate scale, 
ne 
never charged his cou ntry one penny 
for his m ilitary services, and 
when 
du ring his q u asi-war w ith France he 
was appointed lieu tenant general 
he 
stipu lated in accepting the 
appoint­ 
ment that it shou ld carry no pay and 
emolu ments u nless he w as called into 
actu al service. He died lieu tenant gen­ 
eral, u npaid. 
Few more disintersted 
men 
than 
George W ashington 
ever 
lived, since not only did be risk his 
life, his fortu ne and his sacred honor 
in the cau se of his cou ntry, bu t his 
benefices to his less fortu nate compan­ 
ions in arm s were u ncou nted and by 
him 
u nrecorded. 
W ashington 
was 
“one of Plu tarch’s men,” as invu lner­ 
able to the “mu ck rak e” as to British 
bayonets.

The trip 
covered ninety m iles over

ed it iu three days. 
The thermometer 
was 10 degrees below zero—quite cold, 
I should say. 
When we prepared our 
meals, which were very simple, we 
used what is called a ‘two-log’ stove. 
We carried no tent, but slept under 
spruce boughs. 
“ We didn’t meet with a sing le mis­ 
hap on the trip. 
It was delig htful. 
There was nothing but snow and ice all 
around us, the view was perfect and 
the air invigorating. 
When we were 
within a few miles of Livingston creek 
we were met by a band of natives, who 
had 
heard 
that we were due, and 
formed themselves into a reception par­ 
ty. 
They followed us to our cabin. 
“ We spent six months at Livingston. 
There was only one other woman in the 
camp beside myself, while there were 
nearly a hundred men, but I never got 
lonesome.” — Seattle Times.

A public demo nstratio n o f the new “ful- 
guratio n” treatm ent fo r cancer has been 
made at Paris by Dr. H art, in the pres­ 
ence o f thirty pro minent surgeo ns o f all 
natio ns. 
Dr. H art, who se ho me is at 
Marseilles, has used the treatm ent fo r 
eighteen mo nths, and in 65 per cent o f 
the cases the patients remain cured. 
By 
means o f Gaiffe’s electric transfo rm er he 
sends thro ugh an insulated pro be an elec­ 
tric spark 5 inches lo ng. 
This is applied 
with a fulgurating o r flashing effect o n 
the cancero us gro wth, thus destro ying all 
the diseased tissues. 
Then the spark is 
used in lieu o f a knife to vo latize the 
affected part. 
The wo und is washed in 
water and antiseptic.

F o p e Flu* Ban* M o d ern ism . 
A new* encyclical issued by Po pe Piu* 
X. at Ro me makes .a sweeping co ndemna­ 
tio n o f all the so -called heresies o f th« 
present time, which he has gro uped under 
the term “mo dernism.’ 
In taking this 
attitude the Po pe asserts that he is but 
fo llo wing in the fo o tsteps o f his prede­ 
cesso r. Leo X III. 
The do cument exam­ 
ines the different aspects o f mo dernism 
in philo so phy, religio n, histo ry, criticism , 
and the vario us so cial refo rms kno wn a» 
radicalism, co ntending that in all the« « 
respects the effect wo uld be to ward the 
destructio n o f do gmas and o f the church» 
hierarchy. 
Mo dernism is further charac­ 
terized as “ unlimited curio sity, presump­ 
tio n, individualism, igno rance and disre- 
sp<>ct o f real Catho lic science and disci­ 
pline.” 
All bisho ps are enjo ined to see 
that the clergy and the laity be turned 
fro m this line o f tho ught, and are o rdered 
to establish a co llege o f censo rs in every 
dio cese to revise Catho lic publicatio ns and 
rigidly to pro scribe 
all 
o bjeetio nabl« 
bo o ks, newspapers o r pamphlets. 
No twithstanding this general pro hibi­ 
tio n. the Po pe’s letter endeavo rs to dis­ 
tinguish between mo dernistic tho ught and 
the mo dern studies which are no t in o ppo ­ 
sitio n to the church. 
He fo resees th a t 
the adversaries o f the church 
repre­ 
sent it as the enemy o f science and pro ­ 
gress. 
“To this," says rim Po pe, “we- 
will reply by o ur actio ns,” and he g o es o a 
to say that the mo st illustrio us represen­ 
tatives o f Catho lic science will be gro up­ 
ed to gether with the o bject o f favo ring 
and helping “the pro gress o f everything 
that can be called true science o r erudi­ 
tio n.” 
The encyclical also o rders the dis­ 
missal fro m seminaries and Catho lic uni­ 
versities o f all teachers who pro fess mo d­ 
ernistic theo ries. 
In the Euro pean press 
there is so me discussio n as to - whether 
this encyclical is aimed at o ne co untry 
mo re than ano ther. 
So me say it is di­ 
rected against France, and o thers against 
the United States, but it is by no mean« 
certain that the Po pe had any particular 
natio n in mind. 


M ilk C o n g ress 
H o n o r s 
S tra u s. 
The Internatio nal Pure Milk Co ngress 
held at Brussels put Itself o n reco rd as 
against the use o f raw milk, advising all 
mo thers to give their infants milk bro ught 
to the bo iling po int, pasteurized o r steril­ 
ized. 
This actio n, fo llo wing upo n the 
address o f N athan Straus o f New' Yo rk 
telling o f his effo rts to ward pasteuriza­ 
tio n, was in the nature o f an indo rse­ 
ment. 
It was anno unced that Mr. Straus 
wo uld give a co mplete pasteurizing plant 
to the city o f Brussels. The Straus plan, 
which was first put into o peratio n in New* 
Yo rk City fifteen years ago , has no w been 
ado pted in nearly 400 cities in all parts 
o f the wo rld, and the United States go v­ 
ernment has indo rsed pasteurizatio n as 
the pro per way to make milk safe and to 
sto p the spread o f tuberculo sis.

F o o d 
L a w 
D e fe n d e d . 
Dr. N. \V. Wiley, chief chemist o f the 
Agricultural Departm ent, in an interview, 
defends the natio nal pure-fo o d law fro m 
the attacks o f tho se who charge the in­ 
creased co st o f living to its o peratio n. D r. 
Wiley adm its that pure fo o ds are wo rth 
mo re, and sho uld bring higher prices in 
the m arkets than debased fo o ds, and say* 
that any legitimate rise in the price o n 
this acco unt is a benefit to the co nsumer 
rather than to the pro ducer, and sho uld 
be regarded as a blessing and no t as 
a 
curse. 
He calls attentio n to the fact th at 
while pure fo o ds have advanced in price 
the adulterated articles 
have 
declined. 
Nevertheless he po ints o ut that the great 
staple articles which fo rm 90 per cent 
o f the fo o d supply, are no t, and canno t be, 
affected by this law. 
He warns the pub­ 
lic that in no case do es the go vernment 
guarantee the purity o f any article manu­ 
facture« ! and so ld, but merely aims to 
have the go o ds so ld fo r what they are.

CHICAGO. 
Despite the difficulties interposed by 
stringent money conditions, trade gen­ 
erally m aintains satisfactory activity, es 
pecially in the distributive branches. The 
efforts to bring about financial relief are 
unrelax ed, and there ia more encourage­ 
ment for the future in gold imports, in 
creasing note circulation and ready ac 
ceptanee of cheeks in local payments. 
Liquidation is not yet ex lmusted, and 
it is not surprising that further shrink 
age is seen in values of leading commod 
ities, together with increase in conimer 
cial defaults. 
In view of the limitations 
attending settlements through the banks 
and absence of discount operations the 
total clearings this week make a fair ex ­ 
hibit, although the comparison with a 
year ago is unfavorable. 
Conservatism toward new enterprises 
and accommodating borrowers is impera­ 
tive until credit has become firmly re­ 
established and indications favor an early 
return to the normal status, but legiti­ 
mate needs will have timely protection, 
including necessary 
renewals 
upon a 
proper showing. 
Mercantile collections at various inte­ 
rior points are slower, owing to scarcity 
of currency, but most credits cause less 
apprehension than was feared and re­ 
covery from the temporary disarrange­ 
ment is looked for soon. 
Advices indi­ 
cate that country merchandising main­ 
tains seasonable proportions, and colder 
weather has brought an increased move­ 
ment of heavy-weight apparel and house­ 
hold necessaries. 
Farm work and im­ 
provements involve liberal outlays. 
City trade in the leading retail lines 
disclose no decline, and the absorption of 
clothing and footwear equals ex pectations. 
Dealings in the wholesale district compare 
well with a year ago. 
M anufacturing reflects no important 
change, most of the heavy industries hav­ 
ing ample work to assure steady employ­ 
ment of forces for months to come, par­ 
ticularly in iron and steel. 
The market 
for lumber shows weaker 
prices 
and 
smaller shipments. 
Shoe factories pre­ 
pare larger outputs than at this time in 
1906. 
Failures reported in the Chicago dis­ 
trict number 37, against 27 last week and 
19 a year ago.

In his message to the Legislature Wed­ 
nesday Gov. Deneen gave figures to show 
that four State power plants could be 
co n­ 
structed in the power zone between Joliet 
and Utica, as contemplated by the pro­ 
posed constitutional amendment, capable 
of developing 130,000 horse-power, valued 
at between $35,000,000 and $05,000,000. 
This would provide an annual income 
to 
tiie State of from $000,000 to $3,250,000 
in the Joliet district alone, says the mes­ 
sage, which would be sufficient to pay 
the 
interest on the entire bond issue and take 
up the bonds as they come due. 
The 
State w'ould simply be loaning 
its credit 
without cost to the tax payers, developing 
the water power and at the same tim e 
constructing the ship canal to 
Utica , 
whence the federal 
government 
would 
take up the work and proceed southward, 
says the Governor. 
B ut the Economy 
company, the message reads, must not o b­ 
struct the channel at Dresden H eights 
with an ex pensive plant. 
If this should 
be permitted the damages the State would 
have to pay, as the long litigation 
tha t 
wrould ensue together with other condem­ 
nation proceedings, would eat such a hole 
in the $20,000,000 as to endanger the 
completion of the carrying into effect o f 
all plans, says the Governor. 
It is set 
forth that the Economy company is de­ 
veloping but an eighteen-foot head, while 
the State could g o a short distance south 
into the Illinois river, which the Econ­ 
omy company cannot do. and develop a 
twenty-six -foot head. 
If the Economy 
plant should be allowed to stand, it is 
contended, then eight feet of a head ia 
permitted to go to waste w'hich the S ta te 
could conserve. 
The value of this ex tra 
eight feet is placed at 8,000 horse-power, 
or $4,000,000, which would produce 
a n 
annual income of at least $200,000. 
In 
order to do all these things the Senate, 
which killed the emergency clause in the 
navigability bill,” designed to aid the 
deep waterway, is asked to put It back 
in. 
The House will stand by any Senate 
bill that conserves the w ater power for 
the State.

response to letters sent ou t by Dr. A. 
R. Crook, cu rator of the State Mu seu m 
of N atu ral History, more than 100 men 
in the different 
edu cational 
institu ­ 
tions of the state have expressed their 
belief ia the need and valu e of su ch 
an organization. 
The state is su rrou nded by acade­ 
mies. 
Indiana, 
Michigan, W isconsin 
and Iowa have flou rishing 
organiza­ 
tions of this sort, while Illinois has 
ao su ch society. 
The proposition is 
to organize so that Illinois may be as 
well su pplied in this regard as any 
other state. 
W ithin 
its 
borders are 
men famou s tho world over for work 
in their respective lines. 
There are 
astronom ers, physicists, chem ists, geol­ 
ogists, botanists and zoologists who 
have made valu able contribu tions to 
the su m of hu m an knowledge. 
They 
and their 
work 
shou ld 
be 
better 
known at home, and this is one of the 
pu rpoeee of the organization. 
Some 
of the ends to be attained by a state 
academy are set forth as follows in a 
circu lar addressed to the men of sci­ 
ence in Illinois by Dr. Crook:

TH E REAL WASHINGTON. 


Cha rg e o f “ Ta x Do dfflno r” W ill No * 
Dim Hi* Glo rio us Reco rd. 
Somebody into whose hands a copp 
of the records of F airfax County, Vir­ 
ginia, has fallen has made the inter­ 
esting discovery that George W ashing­ 
ton, in company with fifteen other tax ­ 
payers, was “presented” by the grand 
jury in 1700 for not making a return 
o f “wheel carriages” for the purpose 
of tax ation, says the Boston 
Tran­ 
script. 
The 
other 
Interesting 
fact, 
w hat became of the presentm ent, is 
missing, and we do not know w hether 
George W ashington, Lord Fairfax and 
George Mason paid fines or won a test 
case, or w hether the 
“presentm ent” 
was prosecuted to judgment. 
The as­ 
sociation of so many men of eminence 
in one Indictment, for substantially a 
presentm ent of the grand Jury differed 
in no essential from the modern indict­ 
ment, suggests that they had made up 
their nflnds to test the constitutional­ 
ity of the statute under which their 
wheel carriages were tax ed. Their de­ 
fense is missing and, 
therefore, we 
cannot know their motives or whether 
they neglected or refused to make the 
returns required by law. 
The discovery will probably he fol­ 
lowed by declarations that it reveals 
to us “the real W ashington,” coming 
mainly from that class of critics who 
assure us 
that 
the 
gold-and-Ivory 
statue by Phidias was in part plated 
and that the ivory w as of Inferior qual­ 
ity. T hat great characters have infirm­ 
ities, that they are agreeably human, 
is no discovery, though a certain ele­ 
ment of “historians” appear to think 
it 
is. 
If 
the 
“real 
W ashington” 
should he shown to have dodged his 
tax es it will he impossible to deprive 
the “real W ashington” of the glory of 
carrying through the American Revolu­ 
tion to its trum ph in the field and its 
consummation in the establishment of 
the Federal constitution. 
W ashington, 
it may be asserted, did not 
“value 
money,” and his independence of finan­ 
cial considerations was not 
entirely 
due to the circumstance that he per­ 
sonally was the wealthiest President 
the United States has ever had. 
The 
man who would put a great estate at 
the hazard of w ar was not mercenary, 
and his reluctance to accept any salary 
for his services as President is well 
known. 
The late Gen. Butler made an at­ 
tem pt 
to 
dem onstrate 
that 
George 
Washington was a “salary ' grabber” 
and donulti^ed 
and received 
“back 
pay,” but the attem pt recoiled on his 
own head, when it was proved 
that 
W ashington as commander-in-chlef of 
the continental %rmy rendered an ac­ 
count at the close of the w ar only for 
his personal ex pends, and those calcu­ 
lated on a most m oderate scale. 
He 
never charged his country one penny 
for his m ilitary services, and 
when 
during his quasl-war w ith France he 
was appointed lieutenant gbnera! 
he 
stipulated in accepting the 
appoint­ 
ment that it should carry no pa r and 
emoluments unless he was called into 
actual service. He died lieutenant gen­ 
eral, unpaid. 
Few more disintersted 
men 
than 
George W ashington 
ever 
lived, since not only did he risk his 
life, his fortune and his sacred honor 
in the cause of his country, but his 
benefices to his less fortunate compan­ 
ions In arm s were uncounted and by 
him 
unrecorded. 
W ashington 
was 
“one of Plutarch’s men,” as Invulner­ 
able to tlie “muck rake” as tb B ritish 
bayonets.
